When they went abroad for Water the Cold 
often ſeiz d them in ſuch a Manner, that it 
made them ſore as if they had been ſeverely 
beaten. Their Water the firſt Part of the 
Winter ifſu'd from a Bay of Ice, and ran down 


into a Kind of Baſon or Receptacle by the Sea 


Side, where it remain'd with a thick Ice over 


it, which they dug open at one certain Place 


with Pickaxes every 3 This continu'd to 
the Tenth of January, and then they drank 
Snow Water melted with an hot Iron until 


the Twentieth of May following.

And now they took another Review of their 
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after a Night of many Weeks or Months, 
what could be imagin d more glorious or plea- 
ſing to a mortal Eye? As an Addition to their 
Joy alſo the Bears began to appear again, on 
the Fleſh of which Animal they had made ma- 
ny hearty Meals“ But, as the Writer of this 
Narrative obſerves, the Bears were as ready 
to devour qur Countrymen, as they were the 
Bears; and being pinch'd with Hunger in 
this barren Place, came up to their very Door. 
One of theſe Creatures with her Cub they 
met at the Entrance of their Apartment, and 
gave her ſuch a Reception with their Pikes 
and Launces, that they laĩd her dead upon 
the Spot, and the young one was glad to 
make his Eſcape. The Weather was ſo; cold. 
that they fg not ſtay to fla y her, but dragg'd 
the Beaſt into their Houſe, and there went 
to work, cutting her into Pieces of a Stone 
Weight, one of which ſerv'd them for a Din- 
ner, and upon this they fed twenty Days, 
efleeming her Fleſh beyond Venifon 4 only her 
Liver did not agree with them; for upon the 
eating it eg bn peel d off; tho! one of 
the Company who was ſick, attributes his Cure 
in part to the eating of it. If it he demanded 
how they kept their Veniſon and Bears Fleſh 
without Salt, it is to be obſervid, the Cold is 
ſuch that no Corps or Carcaſe ever putrifies, 
Fleſh needs no Salt to keep it here, and that 
was their Happineſs, for had they been ſtock'd 
with Salt Proviſions,” they had infallibly dy'd

"*Ir was now the 16th of March, and the 
Days of a reaſonable Length, and the Fowls 
which in the Winter time were fled to the 
Southward, began to reſort to Greenland a- 
gain in great abundance.
